Fresh  from  their  South  Carolina  invasion, 
the  lighter  Caps  were  well  pleased  with  their  victory  over  New  Hanover  High  of 
Wilmington,  this  being  their  third  conference  win.  To  avenge  their  loss  to  the 
Capitals  of  South  Carolina,  the  underdogs  of  Raleigh  left  for  Columbia  and  returned 
with  a  7-6  triumph.  Before  a  record  breaking  crowd  of  12,000  the  Raleigh  boosters 
saw  their  favorites  trample  Steubenville  High  by  a  score  of  19-6.

Down  in  defeat  but  not  in  spirit,  the  North  Carolina  Capital  team  traveled 
over  to  Chapel  Hill  and  defeated  Jess  Tatum's  Carolina  Tar  Babies,  14-10,  in  a  freely 
hit  scrap.  Seeking  their  second  conference  triumph,  the  Raleigh  nine  achieved  it  by 
journeying  down  to  Wilson  and  annexing  their  second  league  victory  by  whipping 
the  Charles  L.  Coon  nine,  6-4.  Ralph  Heath,  Buck  Senter,  and  Everett  Dixon  were 
the  top  batters  for  the  Caps  with  Alfred  Horton  and  Hinsdale  Joslin  being  the  top 
men  in  the  mound  department.
